Chrysler Lands 
Naval Contract 


DETROIT—■'(TP)—Chrysler Corp. 
announced today receipt of “a 
multi-million d o l l a r contract” 
from the navy for production of 
airplane propellers in its Dodge 
plant at San Leandro, Calif. 
When p r o p e l l e r production 
reaches maximum capacity, Chrys­ 
ler said 4,000 employes would be 
used. The firm added, however, 
that automotive production at Sun 
Leandro, 
which 
employs 
1,500, 
will not be affected. 
The big propellers, measuring 
16'£ feet from tip to tip, consist of 
more than a thousand individual 
parts. The four hollow steel blades 
ate fully reversible and are hy­ 
draulically operated. 
They weigh 
745 pounds complete with hub and 
reversing mechanism, 
Chrysler recently received an 
order to build tail and wing as­ 
semblies for the Douglas Globe- 
master transport at its Los Ange­ 
les plant. 
It also holds several 
other defense contracts.

Murray said the AFL, atter de­ 
stroying the United Labor policy 
committee in which the two big 
federations had worked 
together 
for nine months, wanted to meet 
the CIO and “swallow you.” 
It was Murray’s interpetation of 
a letter received over the week­ 
end from AFL President William 
Green, offering to resume negot- 
i it ions toward merger. 
“Well, let me tell you. Mr. Green 
has got an awfully big bite to 
swallow,” the CIO 
leader 
told 
cheering delegates. 
Murray said the CIO is larger 
than at any time in its 16-year 
history and that “I think I can 
say in the strictest confidence that 
we have more money in our trea­ 
sury than the AFL.” 
The AFL has 8.000,000 members 
and the CIO 5,000,000. 
Murray said the subject of re­ 
lations with the AFL would be 
treated more fully in a resolution 
to come before the convention lat­ 
er. 
He told of the CIO’s new plan 
for eliminating jurisdictional dis­ 
putes between its unions. He sug­ 
gested that the AFL should do the 
same.

The standard for any lob is 74 
per cent of machine utilization. 
At that rate of operation, the em­ 
ploye is paid IOO per cent of the 
standard hourly wage rate. 
Jones and Laughlin Steel em­ 
ployes 
have 
been 
earning 
an 
hourly average of about $1.95 an 
hour. The new plan is expected to 
give the average worker 15 to 20 
per cent more pay.

A discussion tour In connection 
w ith soil conservation on farm s in 
the Rock area of 
Delta

by ten farm ers. 
Differences betw een topsoil and

For United Europe 
T 
HE cause of a united Europe may make 
important strides this month. France 
Italy and Belgium all are planning to put 
forward new' proposals for the political in­ 
tegration of Europe. 
I 
This great project, long the dream of 
‘far- seeing statesmen on both sides of the 
Atlantic, has thus far not made the head 
way hoped for when the Council of Europe 
‘was created. But the new plans in the off­ 
ing all envisage making more effective use 
of the council. 
While efforts at political federation have 
lagged, bolder steps have been made to- 
’ward the economic and. lately, the military 
unification of Eurbpe. Somewhat ironical­ 
ly, it is this very progress which is now 
compelling new attention to the idea of a 
broader unity. 
The Schuman plan for pooling Europe's 
^coal and steel industries is advancing 
to 
final approval. The Pleven plan for an in­ 
tegrated European army has been accept­ 
ed, and details of its make-up are being 
determined. But it is agreed that the top 
authorities in both instances must be an­ 
swerable to some sort of European parlia­ 
ment, however limited in power. 
Thus it is no accident that three differ­ 
ent nations will be ready with new ideas 
for a unified Europe. The need is specific 
and pressing. The organization of Western 
defense and the future economic well-be­ 
ing of the continent appear to depend in 
considerable part on political coordination 
of the member nations. 
There is not yet any clear index of the 
content of the various pending plans, but 
it seems evident that they will propose a 
parliament carefully restricted in author­ 
ity. Europe is not ready for sweeping re­ 
linquishment of national sovereignty to a 
supra-national government. 
Nevertheless, it is fair to take encour­ 
agement from the sharp renewal of interv 
est in European federation. No realist ex­ 
pected other than slow progress. When it 
comes, it must be recognized and applaud­ 
ed. Only damage is done to the cause by 
•lamenting at each forward stride that “the 
goal is still a long way off.” 
The return to power of Winston Church­ 
ill is a further heartening 
development. 
Under the Labor party, Britain has lent 
itself only to the idea of a loose sort of uni­ 
fication without a real central authority. 
This view actually kept Britain aloof from 
its associate nations and severely handi­ 
capped the progress, of unity. 
But Churchill is an eloquent champion 
of a United States of Europe. 
The con­ 
tinent therefore has just reason to hope 
Britain hereafter will adopt a more posi­ 
tive approach toward federation Nothing 
could give the idea a bigger boost than the 
wholehearted 
entry 
of 
Britain into the 
framing of a sound practical unity pro­ 
gram. 
It is an objective warmly endorsed by 
Americans, who see in their own country 
the rich fruits of collaborative effort po­ 
litically, economically and culturally over 
a wide geographic area greatly diversified 
in every regard. They believe similar re­ 
wards await the people of a unified, re­ 
sourceful Europe.

UBLIC housing has been decisively re­ 
jected in Iron Mountain where an ad­ 
visory vote conducted by the city showed 
1,366 persons opposed and only 251 in fav 
or of the proposed development.

housing units and a housing authority was 
created to proceed with the project. Pre­ 
liminary plans had advanced to the point 
where the housing authority was ready to 
select a site. 
Before proceeding, however, the city de­ 
cided to put the issue to the people in an 
informal election. Ballots were sent to all 
addresses where there are water meters. 
The response—1,617 ballots returned—was 
exceptionally high and it showed that the 
residents of the community, by a margin of 
five to one, are opposed to public housing.

HOME BY CHRISTMAS 
(Iron Mountain News) 
The Army’s plan to release by Dec. 20 
all enlisted veterans who were involun­ 
tarily called from the reserve will be greet­ 
ed with a deep sense of relief by reservists 
and thir families. 
But what of the enlisted airmen sailors 
or Marines called from the reserve against 
their will? Many will feel that they should 
be accorded similar treatment. Yet the Air 
Force will not release its enlisted reserv­ 
ists until they have served 12 months; the 
Navy will hold them 15 months and, in the 
Marines, another schedule will operate. In 
general, Marine enlisted reservists will 
have served an average of 14 months be­ 
fore release Some of the Army reservists 
will 
have 
served 
considerably 
shorter 
periods. 
To complicate matters further, reserve 
officers in the Army and Air Force gen­ 
erally will be required to serve out the fui’ 
1*7 months that the Defense 
Department 
may legally hold them. Those in the Mar­ 
ine Corps, on the other hand, will be treat­ 
ed for this purpose the same as enlisted 
reservists. 
The end result of these policies probably 
will satisfy very few. Many of the reserv­ 
ists, having served their country twice, feel 
much more can be done to 
bring 
them 
home. The drafting of childless married 
n^en would be a step in this direction. Al­ 
so, many reservists will be released in less 
than the 17-month limit. 
If the Defense Department had equalized 
the “hitch” for reservists in each service, 
there might have been less confusion all 
around. A supposedly unified Defense De­ 
partment ought to have a unified policy for 
reservists. 


DUAL PURPOSE FACTORIES 
(Sault Ste. Marie News) 
A permanent system of factories planned 
for both civilian and defense production is 
proposed by C. E. Wilson, 
president of 
General Motors corporation. Many of our 
industrial plants have been designed so 
that they can be readily converted 
from 
one to the other, but the idea of perman­ 
ently alloting a certain amount of facilities 
to defense production is new to most lines 
of industry. 
Conversion 
to 
military production of 
plants primarily intended to make civilian 
goods is both costly and slow. We discov­ 
ered in World War II and again in the Ko­ 
rean war that it takes a long time to stop 
making household goods and begin making 
weapons. If a portion of each appropriate 
factory were planned for regular military 
production, it might be easier to keep up 
with developjnents in weapons, and the 
weapons might be obtained quicker and at 
less cost. In the long run there might also 
be less disruption of civilian production, 
\\ Inch for the most part could go on side by 
side with military products, even in pe­ 
riods of concentrated defense effort such 
as the present. 
We have begun to accept the prospect 
of I iv ing in a situation of world tension for 
many years. We have begun to reconcile 
oui sel\ es co a permanent system o f 'put­ 
ting young men into uniform. It seems to. 
follow logically that we should plan on a 
long-term basis to be prepared to make 
the weapons and machinery of defense, 
and to do it as easily 
and 
smoothly 
possible.

Merry-Go-Round

WASHINGTON — The Democratic na­ 
tional committee almost came apart at the 
seams last week when party officials jour­ 
neyed to Washington to ‘‘elect’ President 
Truman’s hand-packed candidate es party 
chairman. 
On the surface all was sweetness and 
light—just as sweet as the Princess Eliza­ 
beth. behorn HST was entertaining while 
his party chieftains boiled.

point top lady Democrat India 
Edwards 
resigned as vice-chairman of the Demo­ 
cratic national committee. 
In the end, visiting Democrats came to 
heel in a most undemocratic manner. They 
did exactly what the White House wanted 
them to do—thanked outgoing Chairman 
Bill Boyle for his past services and duti­ 
fully elected Indiana’s Frank McKinney, a 
little-known amateur, to replace him. 
It 
had the efficiency of a well-trained ani­ 
mal act. 
The revolt which simmered, but never 
reached the boiling point, 
got its initial 
touch-off two wfeeks ago when President 
Truman cailed in 
Vice-Chairman 
India 
Edwards and offered her 
Bill 
Boyle’s 
place. Mrs. Edwards, an energetic and pop­ 
ular figure among all Democrats, declined 
on the grounds that the ’52 election cam­ 
paign should be run by a man. 
But she 
specifically and categorically asked that 
she be consulted on the selection of the 
new chairman. The president specifically 
and categorically agreed. 
KING-MAKER CONNELLY 
Thereafter 
Mrs. 
Edwards wrote the 
president, suggesting several prominent 
Democrats as national chairman, including 
Alabama’s Sen. John Sparkman, Denver’s 
ex-Congressman John Carroll 
and Price 
Administrator Mike Di Salle. 
Meanwhile, unknown to Mrs. Edwards, 
presidential aide Matt Connelly was work­ 
ing feverishly to put over his own candi­ 
date. 
Connelly, 
who fancies himself a 
‘‘king-maker” and the real “power behind 
the power,” was plugging for either Penn­ 
sylvania’s Federal Judge Jim McGranery 
or ndiana’s Frank McKinney. When Con­ 
nelly heard that McGranery would prob­ 
ably be opposed by Mayor Dave Lawrence 
of. Pittsburgh and 
ex-Senator 
Francis 
Myers of Philadelphia, he devoted full 
time to promoting McKinney. 
Connelly’s maneuvering was so secret 
that neither retiring Chairman Bill Boyle 
nor Mrs. Edwards was aware of it. 
Only on Monday, two days before the 
committee met, was Boyle informed by the 
president that McKinney was “the man.” 
Boyle immediately got on the phone and 
passed the word along to key Democrats,' 
including India Edwards. When she heard 
of it, she hit the ceiling, 
and 
promptly 
turned in her resignation as vice-chairman. 
THE LADIES REVOLT 
News of Mrs. Edwards’ resignation hit 
the Democratic committeemen 
simultan­ 
eously with the news that Frank McKin­ 
ney was to be their new boss. Both caused 
consternation, the former because Mrs. Ed­ 
wards is extremely popular, 
the 
second 
because McKinney was almost unknown 
to most Democratic leaders. Also Southern 
and Western Democrats felt that in view 
of the atican appointment, the new chair­ 
man should have been a Protestant rath­ 
er than continuing the 
thirty 
years 
of 
Catholic party leadership. 
Leaders 
of 
the revolt included Carl 
Thompson, 
Democratic 
committeeman 
from Wisconsin: the two Kansas commit­ 
teemen, Carl Rice 
and 
Georgia 
Neese 
Clark; and Oregon’s Monroe Sweetland. 
The 
latter 
suggested that a delegation 
make a personal protest 
direct 
to 
the 
president. 
Accordingly, Iowa’s Florence Lynch tele­ 
phoned king-maker Matt Connelly to ask 
for an appointment. King-maker Connelly 
refused. He did not want anyone disturb­ 
ing his plan to put across his hand-picked 
national chairman. 
The day before the committee was to 
have its rubber-stamp session, therefore, 
Mrs. Lynch called a meeting in her room 
in the Mayflower hotel. 
Attending were: 
Pennsylvania’s Emmy Guffey Miller, New 
Jersey's Mary Norton, 
Minnesota’s 
Ione 
Hunt, and Wisconsin’s Mrs. Dan Hoan. All 
agreed that as between India Edwards and 
Frank McKinney, Mrs. Edwards was their 
gal and they would stick by her through 
thick and thin. So, failing to get past king­ 
maker Connelly for an appointment, they 
sent a letter to the president urging him 
to intervene personally with Mrs. Edwards 
and hinting that if he did not persuade her 
to stay, his hand-picked candidate might 
not be committee-pickeo next day. 
Truman got the letter, hurriedly called 
Mrs. Edwards, apologized for the misun­ 
derstanding and urged her to remain. She 
agreed.

cloud# disappear and lean stratus 
strips begin to gather.

It 
may require a day and night for 
the storm to ready. 
Then during a

forenoon

cold, steady and dismal rain.

THE CASE FOR “AIN’T” 
I liave been quoted as saying that I favor 
the use of “ain’t.” What I actually said was 
that under certain circumstances the use 
of “ain’t” is justified. I do not favor nor 
consider justified “I ain’t, he ain’t, she 
ain’t, you ain’t, nor they ain't.” It’s just as 
easy to say “I’m not, he isn’t she isn’t, we 
aren’t, you aren't, and they aien’t.” There's 
no point in using another contraction that 
saves no breath 
and 
is 
grammatically 
wrong. 
And 
I 
do not favor the use of 
“ain’t” as a substitute for "have not” or 
“has not” 
in such construction as, 
“We 
ain't got any.”

There is one type of construction in 
which I consider “ain’t to be justified in 
colloquial conversation; that is, in ordinary 
natural conversation. 
When a youngster 
says, “I’m going with you, ain’t I?” I’m 
not going to scold him. What else should 
he say? If he said, “I’m going with you, am 
I not?” I should think that he might be 
sick. It sounds stilted. Of course, he might 
say, “May I gd^with you, please?” 
But 
that would be unnatural.

A number of modern writers of fiction 
seem deliberately to lead their heroes or 
heroines into just such a trap in order to 
use “aren't I”—“I’m just too naughty for 
any words, aren’t I?” 
Just how they or 
their editors reconcile that—"are I not"— 
with any known rule of grammar is be­ 
yond my understanding. 
Probably

heard someone use the contraction “ain't,” 
which the British use for either “am not” 
or “are not.” but pronounce 
“ahnt”

either case. As they give ‘aren’t” the same 
^renunciation—“ahnt"—an

“Aren’t I.”

And that what I was buying for 
what we need around the house 
is now going to cost more, be­ 
cause they just boosted the price 
ceilings on consumer goods. This 
is great and gay for the people who 
sell the stuff, and make the stuff, 
but it causes no rejoicing among 
people like me. We are still making 
the same dough. 
Mr. Truman has his tax-exempt 
50 grand to soak up the fresh bite 
on earned income, but lovely lit­ 
tle us ain’t got no tax-exem pt slush 
fund to stick away in the bank. 
What lovely little us has got is 
more taxes, and higher costs, and 
the same old beat-up income. This 
boils low in the pot. It means we 


have less money to pay more, un­ 
less we can find a friend in the in­ 
come-tax-family and bribe him to 
ease us off the book.

The 
boys who rule my destiny have not 
flipped in a paybounce to even me 
up with the government, as your 
masters have not squared you off 
with the new jump in the strug­ 
gle for existence. 
Must Control All 
A great many of us punchy citi­ 
zens are not tied to a cost-of-liv­ 
ing clause that immediately re­ 
compenses us for another jab in 
the high price of keeping alive. 
I expect we are a majority in the 
nation. They can bang us silly with 
the taxes, and beat our brains out 
on new government adjustments in 
what we buy, but nobody stops 
at the desk to say: “Hi, Pete, you’ll 
find another double-saw in your 
check to keep you solvent in the 
race to avoid starvation.”

Sympathetic reception of an ap­ 
plication from the City of Glad­ 
stone for 
federal 
assistance 
in 
building a hospital here will be 
given by the Office of

promised by 
Willis M. 
Brewer, 
director, at a meeting here Satur­ 
day afternoon with about 30 local 
citizens. 
Brewer was in the Upper Pen­ 
insula for the dedication of a new

came to Gladstone at the behest 
ot Rep.

Brewer, introduced by Rep. Er­ 
landsen who reviewed the start of 
the hospital

more ago, stated: “My job is to 
make a survey all over the state 
and decide where these hospitals 
should be constructed. He said his 
force was small making it hard to 
cover all places. “I want to place 
these hospitals in 
places 
where 
they are needed. 
Asked what amount of assist­ 
ance could be obtained, it Glad­ 
stone was to build. Brewer said 
that it would probably be between 
45 and 50 per cent of the total 
cost. 
“I ll give you all I can/’ he de­ 
clared. 
A higher percentage was evad­ 
ible several years ago but

las been cut by a reduction in the 
edral appropriation for this pur- 
>ose, he pointed out. 
Brewer asked

Cost per bed was set at $15,000

yet. An offer of a 20-acre tract on 
the bluff near the police 
radio 
tower was made by 
Mr. Hupy. 
Brewer said clear title

She has done wonders tor Lux­ 
embourg war orphans and

She is invited to 
be present and lay wreaths on the 
graves of Luxembourg war hero- 
e.‘, on the anniversaries of their 
deaths.

herself, 
horn laithlul Secretary Pat Ven­ 
tura, daughter of the New’ York 
World-Telegram & Sun s Society 
Editor. 
In short. Pearl Mesta has spread 
tnoie good will for the 
United 
States in the Benelux 
countries 
than anything that ever happened. 
Once a month she holds

house. American GI’s from miles

home 
then get a letter saying that the 
boy was in and was looking fine, 
'that helps, too. Formerly she held

By RENNIE TAYLOR 
SAN 
FRANCISCO— (ZP)—The 
wonder drugs are 
losing 
their 
punch like aging 
prize 
fighters, 
and doctors are beginning to spec­ 
ulate on w’here their next anti­ 
biotics are coming from . 
Penicillin, streptomycin, aureo­ 
mycin and chloromycetin all are 
less 
effective 
against 
microbes 
now than they w’ere two to four 
years ago, says a study made by 
Dr. Dwight M. Kuhns, Dr. Mat­ 
thew H. Ftisillo and Dr. Monroe 
J. 
Romanskv 
of 
Walter 
Reed 
army hospital. Washington, D. C. 
Penicillin Fizzles 
Their study w'as presented 
as 
an exhibit at the clinical congress 
of the American College of Sur­ 
geons. 
The most 
striking 
example 
shown w'as 'the 
weakening 
ol 
penicillin against golden staphy­ 
lococcus. a germ which causes ab­ 
scesses and boils. 
In 1947f the army doctors said. 
the survival rate of this microbe 
w’as only 30 pef cent in test tubes 
involving standardized doses 
of 
the drug. In 1948 and 1949 59 per 
cent of the microbes survived the 
same dose. 
In 1950 the survival 
rate 
was 
about 61 per cent. 
It 
probably 
would have gone higher, the ex­ 
perimenters reported, except 
for 
the fact that some 
of the 
test 
microbes were taken from army 
personnel 
just 
returned 
from 
Korea. 
Against 
these 
Korean 
germs the drug still was 65 per 
cent effective. 
The 
Korean 
germs 
probably 
were more susceptible 
than tile 


same kind of germs in the U. S. 
because penicillin has been used 
here eight years and . only 
on* 
year in Korea. 
Against this same germ strepto­ 
mycin, once 95 per cent effective, 
dropped to 76 per cent. 
Streptomycin did show a small 
gain in effectiveness against colon 
bacteria and against some 
other 
intestinal 
microbes. 
Chloromy­ 
cetin also made a slight gain in 
potency against the 
germs 
that 
cause eggs to sour. 
One Bright Spot 
Physicians can get around this 
weakening 
tendency 
by 
giving 
heavier doses but they can’t con­ 
tinue that indefinitely. 
However, some of the older an­ 
tibiotics still are effective against, 
diseases such as gonorrhea and 
certain forms of tuberculosis. 
Some newer antibiotic drugs are 
taking the place of penicillin and 
streptomycin, 
the army 
doctors 
said, but they added 
a warning 
that these too may lose their kick 
eventually. 
However, there 
is one 
bright 
spot in the picture for the future. 
The antibiotics 
come 
from 
or­ 
ganisms 
which undorgo 
evolu­ 
tionary changes just tis 
do 
the 
disease microbes. New strains of 
killer drug 
producers 
may 
be 
found to turn out new 
weapons 
against 
the 
tougher 
microbes 
which are surviving the older an­ 
tibiotics.
